AMOUNTS TO THE SAME THING 
Last fall the Dominion Government loaned 
the city, on the joint responsibility of the prov- 
ince, $500,000 with which to construct public 
improvements. The city is asking the legisla- 
ture for power to spend $50,000 of the amount 
in putting the stadium in condition for use. A 
vote of the burgesses would not be necessary, 
council having power to spend up to $100,000 on 
capital account without submitting bylaws, 

While it is a sound principle that consent of 
the taxpayers should be secured before the city 
debt is increased, this proposal stands in a 
peculiar position in that the debt-increase is 
not really optional. It will occur whether the 
money is spent for this or any other purpose, 
or not. 

The proposal is that relief-men be employed 
on the work. If not so employed they will be 
maintained by direct relief. And at the end of 
the year the cost of direct relief will have to 
be added to the city debt, since it can be 
met out of current taxation. The $50,000 will 
therefore be spent in either case, and in either 
case will represent an addition to the debt. 

The only circumstance that would change 
the situation is that the Dominion should re- 
lieve the city of the cost of direct relief—which 
it has not as yet said or indicated it will do. 
As matters stand, council may as well spend 
$50,000 on relief work out of the Dominion loan 
as spend some other $50,000 on direct relief, 
since the outlay is ear-marked for “capitaliza- 
tion” in either case.

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Pruritus 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


By the term pruritus is meant itching; how- 
ever, pruritus is generally restricted to mean an 
intense, burning itching sensation in certain 
parts of the body. This trouble was first men- 
tioned in 1688 and at that time it was “ought 
to be caused by the influence of the stars. 

Pruritus is a common 
affliction, maddening to the 
patient who feels that he 
could stand any ache or pain 
if he could only rid himself 
of the tormenting itching. 
Pruritus is not a disease but 
@ symptom and usually de- 
velops with no apparent 
cause, being especially 
troublesome at night. Due 
to the parts affected the pa- 
tient may hesitate to consult 
a doctor. The itching sensation is probably 
induced because of an irritation of the sensory 
nerve endings. 

This type of distress is most likely to de- 
velop from the age of 30 onward and is most 
frequently found among those who work sitting 
down. The itching becomes more noticeable 
when the patient is warm and may result in 
injury to the skin surface through scratching. 
As a general rule the trouble is of a chro 
nature, that is, it does not disappear readi 
although the patient may have periods w 
seems to clear up and he is comparativel 
from it. 

While pruritus is not of itself serious it may 
exert considerable influence on the general 
well-being because it interferes with sleep and 
thus causes the patient to be tired, or to be- 
come easily irritated over trifles. He gets to the 
point where he is not himself and finds it hard 
to get along with others. I have received let- 
ters where the patient says he would willingly 
pay ten dollars just to get rid of the itching for 
one night so he could get a night's sleep such as 
he used to enjoy. In addition to feeling tired 
and cross, the patient may become nervous. 

I consider the main cause of pruritus to be 
constipation, with an accompanying obsotption 
of toxins. In those cases where I have observed 
a complete recovery, this has followed a 
ment which removed the sluggish elimin 
A contributing cause is prolonged worry 
mental s If the patient with pruritus also 
has liver or gall bladder trouble, diabetes, or is

LIBERTY CURTAILMENT 


Debate was continued by Joseph

“I can't see my way clear to 
support this bill in the light of the 
information given this house and 
after all the years that we as 
Canadians have fought for liberty 
of political freedom and express- 
ion,” he said.

We 
passed on from that fight after 
Confederation to the winning of 
the secret ballot and to the full 
ballot and on to the liberty which 
we enjoy today. 

“Irrespective of the party in 
Political power, we should never 
let anything take away our 
liberty. 

“In this bill there is an attempt 
to curtail the activity of a vital 
force in the life of our country. 

“Years ago when the press was 
not so highly, nor efficiently or- 
ganized as it is today, there might 
have been some justification in 
the legislature saying it was going 
to curtail this great wielder of 
public opinion, But in this day 
and age and at this time, with the 
kind of press we have, it is un- 
heard of. We have an extremely 
fair press in the reporting of any 
matters that come along. The 
matter is well written, expertly 
edited and handled, I absolutely 
refuse to stand for any curtail- 
ment of the press.

NO ARGUMENT ROOM 


“Ladies and Gentlemen, this ifs 
not a matter that requires any 
lengthy legal argument. According 


to the dictates of ordinary judgment 
and common sense, which govern- 
ment, Dominion or Provincial, is 
best equipped with the necessary 
powers to make any modification in 
our monetary or economic system? 
In short, vehich government is best 
equipped to carry out any elaborate 
Social Credit scheme that might 
seem in the interests of our people? 
Surely the government that has ex- 
clusive authority over trade 
commerce, finance in all __ its 
branches, and full and compicte 
powers of taxation. 

“That is no doubt what Major 
Douglas had in mind when, as re- 
ported on page 96 of the evidence 
before the Legislature he said, 

“In regard to Alberta I should 
say that the first thing to do is to 
concentrate on the financial institu- 
tions and employ whatever powers 


you have to penalize them.” The 
question is what power can you 
bring to bear in Alberta?

He cannot cut the 
horse up in sections and use one 
section to buy his groceries and 
another a pair of shoes. But he sells 
the horse and receives money and 
that money represents not only a 
medium of exchange but also the 
comparative value of the horse and 
the commodities. Money is only a 
true measure of value, however, as 
its own value is uniform in a state. 


LEGALITY OF TENDER 


“When I read over the powers of 
the Dominion government you will 
recall the words ‘legal tender.’ They 
are significant. Dominion of Can- 
ada notes have been made ‘legal 
tender’ by law. That means a one 
dollar Dominion of Canada bill is 
worth 100 cents anywhere in Can- 
ada. It must be received as such 
in payment of a bill of goods or in 
payment of a debt. The stamp of 
the one government that has power 
to control all the assets of all the 
people is upon it and it remains 
good until everything else fails. 
Bank notes are generally received 
as money because of the excellent 
Standing of our banks and the high 
degree of government supervision. 

“But banks only survive as long 
as they can repay deposits in legal 
currency of the realm and redeem 
their bank notes in the same cur- 
There was a time only a few 
years ago in the United States when 
bank notes were not considered very 


highly. Today to a very great ex- 
tent business is carried on by 
cheque. But cheques, more than 


any other medium of exchange, de- 
pend upon intimate knowledge and 
high credit. You cannot compel any 
merchant to take a cheque in pay- 
ment of goods. He will take the 
cheque just to the extent he is sure 
he can present it fo the bank upon 
which it is drawn and obtain legal 
currency for it 


NO COMPULSION 


“The Alberta scheme of social 
credit is based on the principle that 
the State will credit Mr. Citizen 
with $25.00 per month on the books 
of the te Credit House. Mr. Citi 
zen will then issue some form of 
non-negotiable instrument, prob- 


ably in the form of a cheque against 
this credit. The first month, cred- 
its to the extent of $10,000,000 will 
be issued. Those credits will be 
good only to the extent that they 


can, if necessary, be redeemed in 
Canadian currency. There is no 
power by which the Province can 
compel acceptance esalers or
